cent  of  the  coat  of  puttlnir  lumber 
on  the  market  Is  eaten  up  ni  wnfces 
palil  ti>  Orientalf*.

'  Kven  had  the  remnant  of  the  Al- 
lied fleet  been  able  to  reach  the  Hea 
of  .Marmora,  they  could  h^v*  re- 
mained there  little  longer  than  Duck- 
worth. In  1IS7.  if  so  long,  for  th^ 
oould  not  have  been  followed  l>y  their 
unsrmorod  ships  with  provisions, 
stores  and  shells.  The  Turkish  army 
would  have  been  WKhd  rawn  out  of 
range  and  have  waited.  No  one  has 
yet  told  us  what  the  Allied  fleei  w.-.s 
meant  to  do,  or  could  have  done,  after 
forcing  the  straits.

Players  to  give  up  their  pc  fmances 
in  this  city  will  be  learned  oi  with  a 
good  deal  of  regret  Thej  have 
sou^t  to  make  the  rntiliMshmaat  of 
a  perm«aeat  playhouse  here  a  suc- 
(.e3>,  bet  the  public  support  haa 
proved  inadequate  and  the  ventare 
has  to  be  abandoned.  The  Compton 
Comedy  Company  is  a  very  real  at- 
traction to  a  number  of  Victoriaaa 
and  also  to  visitors  who  come  to  this 
city.  Visitors  have  been  particu- 
larly delighted  with  the  faei  ttrnt  such 
a  class  of  entertainment  is  available 
here.  From  a  tourist  standpoint  the 
Compton  IMayeit  are,  wMRwt  ■  a 
doubt,  a  genuine  advertisement  for 
Victoria.  They  have  been  unable  to 
make  the  venture  a  ioccesa  after  two 
trials,  and  principally,  We  believe,  he- 
cause  they  do  not  receive  that  or- 
ganized .support  which  they  might 
well  have  been  led  to  expect  from 
civic  service  ortanizations  in  this 
comawaMy. '  It  amy  be  aaid  that  it  is 
none  of  t|}e  business  of  such  organ- 
izations to  give  support  through 
publicity,  to  a  house  of  amusement, 
or  to  any  particular  set  of  enter- 
tainers. It  is,  in  our  opinion,  just  as 
much  their  business  as  to  aid  in 
bringing  tourists  to  Victoria.  The 
establishment  and  support  of  amuse- 
ments is  essential  to  any  tourist  pub- 
licity that  is  to  prore  of  perauaent 
and  cumulative  value. 

What  has  happened  in  connection 
with  the  Coekptoa  Players  conUins  a 
lesson,  and  it  is  one  that  should  be 
applied  to  the  touriat  propaganda  of 
the  future.

We 
cannot  afford  to  dispense  with  any  of 
the  amusements  we  have.  There  is 
a  whole  lot  that  remains  to  be  done 
if  the  tourist  traffic  of  the  future  is  to 
^row  in  volume.  The  factor  of 
amusements  does  not  enter  aufti- 
ciently  into  the  scheme  of  tourist  pro- 
motion although  elsewhere  it  is  re- 
garded as  the  prime  consideration.

Ualoo,  Not  ValforaiUy 

Dr.  Davies  preached  a  aermon  on 
Church  I'nion,  which  he  discusaed 
from  various  angle.s.  and  opoke  sym- 
pathetically of  the  l'rei»l>yteriiiii!<  and 
Other  church  bodies.  He  said  that 
church  union  baa  often  been  said  to 
mean  church  uniformity,  and  man 
have  aappoaod  that  If  tho  ohvrehaa 
ever  came  together  thoy  imuat  of 
ner>s«lty  become'^all  one.  "The  war, 
thoii^;li  lins  made  clear  that  we  can 
have  union  without  uniformity.

Ignorance,  indolence,  apathy  and 
over-taxation  were  the  four  things 
mentlOBOd  by  Rav.  Dr.  Davlaa  In  an- 
swarlnv  tho  «uoatlon  aa  to  what  wore 
the  anomioo  of  elvie  prograoa. 

The  speaker  was  asked  what  he 
thought  of  Sunday  Kolf.  Dr.  Itavies 
replied  that  personally  he  was  op- 
posed to  It.  "On  the  whole,  how- 
ever." he  went  on,  "I  think  that  one 
day  In  aovon  ahould  be  eat  apart  for 
spiritual  and  yhyalcal  roeroatlon.  and 
that  such  recreation  aa  la  taken  for 
phyal^al  purpoaea  ahould  be  In  keep 
Inc  with  the  general  order  of  the  day. 
At  the  earn e  time  I  believe  that  a  man 
niay  re-create  his  body  as  well  as  his 
soul.  If  he  does  It  in  a  decent  and  or 
derly  manner  on  the  ix)rd's  l>ay  I  am 
opposed  to  all  organized  amuttement 
tl  ada  for  tha  Sabbath.  Let  a  man  re  - 
juvenate  hia  mind  and  kla  body,  and 
not  forret  to  give  his  soul  a  ^MBO*."
